Approve Budget, Salaries

CHARLEVOIX — County commis- 
sioners approved a two-percent cost-of- 
living pay increase for county 
employees at an Oct. 28 board of com- 
missioners meeting, with several other | 
employees receiving up to 11 and 12 
percent raises. 


The commissioners also approved a 
$13,570,691 million county budget for 


the year 2010, and approved the levy of . 


mills to the maximum millage rate of 


' 7.7864, to support the 2010 fiscal 


budget. Historically, the county board 
has levied up to the maximum rate each 
year, commission chairman Chris 
Christensen said. The 2010 budget is up 
by $288,138 from the 2009 budget. . 

‘County Sheriff Don Schneider and 
Under Sheriff Chuck Vondra each re- 
ceived a $7,000 increase in the 2010 
budget, which makes théir salaries 
$69,500 and $62,500 per year, respec- 
tively. The sheriff’s office has added the 
Animal Control Department to its ju- 

-risdiction. 

The 2010 budget increases the county 
veteran's office to $75,411 from $59,691 
in 2009. The office director has 
achieved national accreditation. The 
$15,720 increase will be allocated for 

_the veterans burial fund, veterans’ 
travel, social security and worker’s com- 
pensation and about $3,000 will be allo- 
cated to the office director. 

The vote to approve the pay increases, 
the millage levy and the 2010 budget 
was 5-1, by Commissioners Joel Evans, 


Ron Reinhardt, Shirley Roloff and 


_ Chairman Chris Christensen. 


The lone “nay” vote on the budget 
general fund increase, and the levy of 
the maximum millage rate was Com-_ 
missioner Bob Drebenstadt. He was 


_joined in a no vote on pay increases by 


Commissioner Shirlene Tripp. 
“It’s not that they (county employees) 


don’t deserve a raise,” Drebenstadt said. . 


“They work hard. But this isn’t the right 
time with all the foreclosures, people 


losing their jobs, leaving the area. We've. 


lost the youth workers. The unemploy- 
ment rate is so high, they’re leaving” 

, Charlevoix County with its popula- 
tion of 25,936 (2008 data) has a labor 


force of 14,041. The number of persons " 


employed is 12,092 and unemployed is 
1,949. The unemployment rate is 13.9 
percent as of Sept. 2009, according to 
the state of Michigan website. The 
state's unemployment rate is 15.3 per-- 
cent, seasonally adjusted.

Pine River Place apartments go smoke-free 
Charlevoix Housing Commission policy applies to new residents 
as well as guests and staff; Current residents who smoke are exempted 


(November 4, 2009) The 
Charlevoix Housing Commission 
has adopted a smoke-free policy for 
its 62-unit Pine River Place apart- 

‘ments for the elderly and disabled, 
public health officials announced 
today. The policy applies to all new 
residents as well as guests and 
staff. Current residents who are 


smokers are exempted from the pol- 


icy for as long as they live in their 
current unit. 

Under this new policy, secondhand 
smoke and other damage caused by 
smoking or tobacco products will 
not be considered ordinary wear 
and tear, and some or all of the resi- 
dent’s security deposit may be re- 
tained by the housing commission 
to cover costs of damage caused by 
smoking or tobacco products; dam- 
age above and beyond the amount 


_of the security deposit may be billed 


to the resident. 


It is also residents’ responsibil- 


ity to take steps to keep smoking 
residue from building up-in units, 
such as frequent cleaning. Annual 
inspections of units will be utilized 
to ensure that apartment residents 
are following this part of the policy. 
Charlevoix is the 32nd public hous- 
ing commission in Michigan to 
adopt a smoke-free policy, and has 
joined 55 other apartment build- 
ings/developments and over 60 
townhouses/scattered site units for

Unfortunately, second- 
hand smoke doesn’t stay in smokers’ 
apartments; it seeps into neighbors’ 
living quarters, causing health 
risks.” 

According to Jim Bergmann, 
Executive Director of the Smoke- 
Free Environment Law Project, :

becoming the wave of the future 
and their numbers are increasing 
virtually daily. “As the serious health

| QUESTION. Many of the struggles of the teen years 


are attributed to hormones. If that explanation is accurate, 
then what implications does it have for Perens of early 
adolescents? 


DR. DOBSON: First, eeeesans this glandular

There is, however, no cyclical 
fluctuation that parallels a menstrual calendar in girls. As a 
result, they can be more volatile and less predictable 
throughout the month than their female counterparts.

And to encourage movement in the existing home market, the 
bill also includes a provision that allows buyers who have 
owned their current home for at least five years access to tax 
credits up to $6,500. The availability of the credit is subject to 
income limitations. 

Those income restrictions are set at $125,000 for individuals : 
and $225,000 for couples, which is an increase from previous. ' 
guidelines of $75,000 for individuals and $150,000 for couples. 


_ The credit only applies to primary residences and has a cap of 
$800,000, leaving some desperate Hollywood celebrities out of 
the mix. For those buyers purchasing homes in 2010, they can’ 


even claim the credit on n their 2009 taxes by filing an amended 
return. 
Buyers must sign a iparciase agreement by the April 30th, 


. 2010 deadline, close before July 1st, 2010, and must use the 


property as their primary residence for at least*three years 
after the purchase to avoid paying the credit back.

“I love being in 1 the woods? states Vivian Campbell. “I even built a cabin in the woods years ago 
where my first wife and I lived. I was in my teens when I first started hunting, and began hunting with a 
bow about 50 years ago. Mostly I’ve hunted around: here (Grayling area) and near Alpena. Ihave alot — 

of good memories of my hunting experiences.” 

Vivian was born in the Johannesburg area on July 20th, 1914, and at 95 years of age, he is very likely 
the oldest active hunter in Michigan, possibly the entire country. His passion for the Northern Michi- 
gan woodlands, and the sport of deer and rabbit puting still beams from his voice as he recalls his 
many decades in quest of game. _ 

“T think the biggest deer I got was about 10 years ago,” Vivian states, “Tt was an eight point that 
weighed 182 lbs and I was using 42 pound bow. I remember once I shot a big buck and was going to 
save the horns, but I dropped it off the horse on to.a wood pile and broke an antler” 

He adds, “I’ve hunted in all kinds of weather; including 50 degrees. below zero temperatures down in 
the Mio area one year...we didn't stay out long. Once I became lost in a snowstorm rabbit hunting with 
my two brothers from the Detroit area. We aan founda fence line that I knew and we were able 
to follow it out” 

While Vivian has re achieved the status of a legendary Michigan 
hunter, he also had the good fortune of working for another ae bow 
hunter and sporting pioneer; Fred Bear. : 

“I plowed Fred Bears driveway at his house and his shop ai siaciing.. 
1953, when I moved to Grayling from our farm north of Cummins? 
Vivian recalls. “He was a good, honest man. I worked at his shop for 
24 years. I would fill in for guys that were out and then I be- 
came an inspector.’ 

Working for Bear, Vivian guna that he too eid 
the sport of archery, and decided to try bow hunting 
about fifty years ago. He even set up a little shop in his 

. basement where he made, fletched and repaired ar- 
rows. But it is the thrill of the hunt and serenity of 
the woods has always been his foremost passion. 

Vivian has suffered a few strokes in recent years, 
and notes that he isn’t quite getting around like he 
used to, but he has continued to hunt through the 
current season, and keeps a close eye on the hunting 
success of his family. 4 

“I have a beautiful loving family,’ he affirms. “My 
son, Leroy, recently called to tell me he just got a 
deer, my two grandsons’s have both gotten deers this 
year. I’ve just missed a couple of bucks but didn’t get 
one yet. I don’t know if Pll hunt anymore after this 
year. [ll play it by ear for the rest of this season.” 

After over 80 years hunting the woods of North- 
ern Michigan, Vivian has a few words of advice for 
young hunters; “Just to be careful. Never rush into any- 
thing. Make sure you know what youare shooting,” He 
adds, “You also need lots of patience” ;
